Yat Foo Street. It created a hole

jured, being in the front room at 
the time. 
From Tai-O, it has been report- 
ed to the police that a number 
of matsheds and brick buildings 
_avere brought down, in one case a 
‘whole family, comprising a fisher- 
man, his wife and their child, be- 
dng wiped out when ‘the roof of 
, their dwelling, at No. 8, Wing On 
Street, caved in, and they were 
buried under the debris. 

A fishing junk making for ghel- 
‘ter at Stanley on Friday night was 
-caught in the typhoon and sank, 
its crew of four being thrown isto 
the water, Two saved themselves 
by swimming ashore, but: their 
‘companions were drowned.

The residents of Cheung Chau 
spent’an anxious time during the 
typhoon, and although, no serious 
incidents have - been reported, 
houses suffered " damage 
through tiles being blown off the 
: roofs, 

The lowest reading of , the 
barometer was 28.72 which was re- 
corded at 3.30 p.m. The Assembly 
Hall and the Police Station both 
received slight damage, and the 
verandah of Mr. -McPherson’s 
house was blown down. 

Gardens were almost completely 
ruined and the trees have been 
badly torn about, quite a number 
being uprooted. 

The large matshed belonging to 
the Residents’ Association was 
totally demolished, and some of 
the Chinese houses in the village 
show signs of the terrific blow ex- 


. perienced.

TELEPHONE ONE DAMAGE. 
Hundreds of Wires Down, 


The damage done: by the storm 
io telephone wires in thé Central 
district is comparatively small 
compared to the damage sulfered 
in the Peak and Kowloon districts.

A FATALITY ‘THIS 
| MORNING. 


‘BASEMENT SHORT CIRCUIT. 


A Chinese employed at Messrs. 
Mustard and. Company, of. Ale- 
xandra “Building, -was electrocat- 
ed shortly. after 9 o'clock this 
morning, and despite the fact that 
medical attention was, immediate- 
ly procured ‘and ‘all that: could be

The deceased had been “with 
Messra..
